CHAMBERLAIN'S ATTACK ON 


LEAGUE 


Opponents of the League of Nations 


are much, heartened by what is construed 
as an attack on the League by Aiistin 
Chamberlain during the debate at Geneva 
on the security protocol. A careful analy- 
sis of ilr. Chamberlain's address makes it 
quite clear that his strictures upon the 
proposed treaty and by inference upon the 
League, related in point of fact to the 
special interests of Great Britain as they 
•were concerned in the subject matter un- 
der discussion. 


Mr. Chamberlain's momentary pessi- 


mism about the Trork of the League, as 
•well as his suggestions that the covenant 
must be materially modified. Trere quite 
visibly inspired by the desire to find a way 
to bring the United States into the 
League. British statesmanship up to the 
present time has uniformly supported the 
League and has held that it offered the 
only practical and hopeful basis of bring- 
ing about better international relations 
and enduring peace. 
All leaders of the 


government have, however, predicated ul- 
timate success of the League on American 
cooperation. 
Perhaps Mr." Chamberlain 


is despairing of bringing this about. 


AT all events, the criticism of Mr. Cham- 


berlain may serve to^enlist general inter- 
est in a revision of the League covenant 
and its possible modification to meet all 
of the objections entertained by American 
opponents. The British foreign secretary 
wislies to eliminate commitments which 
bind members to the use of force and per- 
haps even economic pressure, strengthen- 
ing the conciliation clauses and relying 
upon the efficacy of conferences, arbitra- 
tion and" adjudication to accomplish the 
objectives of the League. 
He is opposed 


to unlimited, security pledges, even In a 
renewal of the alliance with France. 


Tn th("!p rpsppcts Mr. Chamberlain has 


virtually adopted the position of the 
American roservationists. 
Whether such 


a modification of the League covenant 
would meet thp objections of its out-and- 
out opponents is doubtful, but it is not 
improbable that it would enlist the sym- 
pathy of the occupant of the "VThite house, 
whose observations on foreign policy and 
world pcacn in his inausural address were 
pointed and inclined strongly to the posi- 
tion taken by the British foreign sppre- 
tarv.

VThen the Panama Canal was 


built serious questions were raised by the 
United States of Colombia indicating that 
the rights of that government had not 
been altogether respected by the United. 
States in its treaty with Panama for the 
strip of country traversed by the canal. 
Mr. TVilson. then president, much in the 
same manner as Mr. Coolidge. directed a 
complete investigation of the rights of the 
Colombian government and as a result rec- 
ommended to congress that it appropriate 
and pay to that government ? 15-^00.000 
in satisfaction of its claims. 
This was 


done. It need not have been done. The 
United States of Colombia was powerless 
to act against this nation. 


"We do not know when, in the history 


of any other nation and covering such a 
relatively short period of time, a strong, 
powerful 
government has 
voluntarily 


turned over to weak and defenseless gov- 
ernments valuable property, solely for the 
purpose of doing what was right. 
Such 


acts cannot help but build up a cordiality 
of feeling and trustfulness so necessary in 
international intercourse.

| nnd the like, and worry about imaginary harm from 
indulging1 the cravingr. They should not worry. They 
should enjoy the raw vegetable almost to their 
heart's content. 


Man is the only animal that cooks his food. 


i And it is not so Ions ago, measured in terms of 
[evolution, that he acquired the habit. There Is 
therefore very little sound sense in the argument 
that man has become accustomed to cooked food 
ant| cannot g-et along without cooking' most of his 
food. 


I 
T do not mean to advocate any fanatical or fad- 
| dish dietary schema. I want my meat very thor- 
ousrhly cooked indeed, and I simply can't under- 
stand the taste which calls for underdone rare meat. 
But I do wish to advocate more salad on more 


i tables, and to assure the many misinformed people 
who like raw things but are afraid to eat 'em that 
they should indulge such appetite for the benefit 
of health. 


There is nothing: in. the way of a food which more 


deserves the name of health food than raw cabbage.

Then there are lettuce, celery, tomato, carrots, 


cucumber, parsley, watercress, mint, and several 


i other things which may be adventageously eaten 
' raw in salad combinations or alone. 


There is a taboo against feeding raw vegetables 


or even raw fruits to children under 4 years of age, 
particularly in. the summer time. I ani not pre- 
pared to overturn all the rulings'laid down by the 
masters about this. I should, feed my own chil- 
dren almost anything I have motioned, but in 
only minute quantities at first and! very carefully 
scraped or broken uu and run through a coarse 
seive to remove the coarser woody fibre which is 
not so readily handled by the digestion of an in- 
fant. As for feeding- very young children raw fruit, 
this too, Is in my judgment a healthful and ad- 
visable practice, provided the fruit is thoroughly 
ripe and unquestionably clean. 


Fruit purchases in the market is sometimes seri- 


ously contaminated, by filthy or diseased handlers, 
and for that reason it must be carefully "washed 
if it is to be eaten raw.

of the Colorado Fuel and Irin com- 
pany. Such is tho conclusion rcache'1 
as tho result of a long: Investigation 
conducted by the department of in- 
dustrial studies of he Ruessel Sage 
foundation. 


Tho men employed In the steel 


works of the company controlled by 
John I). Rockefeller, jr., were able to 
secure f ho - actual S-hour work 
day 


five years before the United States 
'Steel corporation and other largo em- 
ployers in tho steel industry "were 
forced to concede it to their employ- 
ees. This, the report declares, was a 
direct and immediate result of in- 
dustrial representation under the so- 
called Rockefeller plan. 


When the plan was established in 


the coal mines of the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron coinpanl it was as a peace 
measure following one. of tho longest 
and bitterest strikes in the history of 
tho country. No srike of all he work- 
ers in the steel mills of the company 
had ever occurred up to that time and 
they were given representation witli- 
out having- asked for it and without 
presented any complaints or grievan- 
ces to the management. That -was in 
May, 1016. Les than two years later 
they secured the actual 8-hour day, 
which was nothing short of a startling 
improvement in their working condi- 
tions, and 
then 
singuarly enough, 


within a year practically all of them 
walked out when the general strike 
of steel workers was called. 


When one considers that the pre 


vailing working day In the esential 
processes of the industry was' at the 
time, and for almost five years after- 
wards, 12 hours, the introduction ol 
the actual S-hour day throughout the 
llinneoua Stel "works was an achieve, 
ment of first importance, says the 
report. When the steel corporation an- 
nounced in 191S the establishment ef 
the basic 8-hour day, the Rockefeller 
company first proposed a similar ar- 
rangement in its mills. That is, while 
the men would continue to worK more 
than eight hours—and most of them 
twelve hours^—they would be paid on 
the basis of an 8-hour day with time 
and a half for all time worked over 
eight hours, r 


But "while in the plants of the Steel 


Corporation 
thbasic S-hour day was 


established as a recommendation of 
Judge Gary 
without 
soliciting the 


views of the employees, in the Mlune- 
qua Steel Works it was necesary first 
to consult the employees' representa- 
tives regarding the method of intro- 
ducing the change nnd when the re- 
presentatives wanted a. real 
S-houi 


day, rathor than a basic 8-hour day. 
The 
management 
agreed to that, 


whereupon the representatives from 
nil the other divisions of the works 
made a, similar demand find according 
ly tho actup.l instead of the basic S- 
hour day was adopted throughout the 
pljant. 


"Thus," says the expert of the Sage 


foundation, "it was the machinery pro- 
vided by tho industrial representation 
plan that for te first time in the Uni-

FICTION 


I once had a teacher, a, nnlversity 


professor, who wrote a book on how 
Shakespeare handled) time in his plays. 
Whether the book was ever published 
I have never found out; the professor 
tried his manuscript on his. students 
who couldn't escape, although witu 
the cock-suredness of youth they put 
down as a nut for writing a book on 
such a subject. 
Perhaps he was. From tho reader's 


point of view-the problem of time in 
fiction or the drama rloes not exist 
and few will ever worry their hends 
about it. But for the writer the pron 
lem not only exists but is frequently 
as full of interest as it is full of dif- 
ficulties. 
It is very likely that many readers 


are so unconscious of the problem 
that they don't so much as know the 
meaning of tho phrass. "the problem 
of time." To illustrate: Suppose a 
novelist is writing a book in which 
the hero and heroine mary after the 
World war. His story goes along swim- 
mingly and the plot thickens. Carrier, 
awny by his narrative he adds chap- 
ther to chapter and he forgets in his 
zest for the tale thnt his principals 
were married afer the conclusion ot 
tho war.

That is purposely a crude and ob- 


vious example. There are a thousand 
pitfalls on the question of time for 
the unwary novelist or dramatist. Per- 
haps there are four or five children in 
a fictional family. Each one of them 
plays an important part in the story. 
But their comparative ages are al- 
ways giving rouble. One does some- 
thing that takes so many years that 
meanwhile all the others have grown 
up but the story requires their 
re- 


maining children. It is often extreme- 
ly perplexing and calls for all sorts 
of plot ocmpromisop. 


The World \\ar made many writers 


acutely conscious of the problem of 
time. It interefered with all kinds ot 
plots. Either the writer had to make 
his story timeless, with the vague as- 
sumption that it all happened before 
1!U4. or else he had to drug his char- 
acters into the war or at least through 
the war period. But tha was Impossi- 
ble in many a sory that did not at nil 
have the war tempo and so. there was 
trouble.

Among Last to Hear Chug 


Automobile 


Daily the number of places on the 


earth's 
vast 
surface 
that 
ave 


not yet heard the chug1 of the auto- 
mobile are becoming fewer and fewer. 
In fact there are but few remaining, 
spots invaded by man that have seen 
the motor car. One of the last to get 
the first view of the automobile •were 
Bushmen of the native tribes of Cen- 
tral Australia, a virgin territory in- 
vaded recently by Francis Birtles in 
a pioneer automobile tcip across the 
island continent. 


Birtles started_ at Darxvln and drove 


a new six cylinder Oldsmobile directly 
across Australia to Adelaide, a dis- 
tance of 2.091 miles, equal to a trip 
from New York to'Salt Lake City. He 
made the run in nine days and nine 
hours elapsed time, -which is consider- 
ed phenomenal in view of the fact 
that 
much 
of the 
distance 
was 


traveled over crude trails made by na- 
tives and animals. 


About half the distance had never 


been traversed by any >aut'omobile 
before. Only the crudest of food could 
be obtained, with the result that the 
explorer had to carry most of his 
stores with him. Of course, it was 
impossible to obtain any gasoline or 
oil enroute. and this difficulty was 
overcome by Birtles sending supples 
ahead, mostly by camel teams. The 
cans of gasoline and oil were buried 
at selected places, three to four feet 
underground to reduce evaporation to 
a minimum. 


The supply trains apprised the na- 


tives of the "devil wagon" that was 
coming. Even tis advance informa- 
tion and assurance of its harmless 
character failed to still the fears of 
the natives, and it was only wit great 
difficulty that Birtles induced some of 
the natives to enter the Oldsmobile 
with him. 


The entire trip of more than 2,000 


miles was made on 100 gallons of gas- 
oline, showing an average of 20.01 
miles per gallon. Despite the rough 
going no mechanical trouble was en- 
countered.

MILK, THE ]XDISPEXSAi3LE~FOOD FOR CHIL/DREX 


•1'nfortunately cows milk is low in ir.on content, even as com- 


pared with human milk and this important mineral must be sup-, 
plied in other foods. 
The prolonged exclusive use of milk after 


early infancy tends to produce an anemia from lack of iron in the 
blood. Iron can-best be introduced into the diet through the early 
use of fruit, vegetables and whole cereals. 


The abundance, character and digestibility of its proteins and 


its large Mineral content make milk, as we have shown, a most de- 
sirable food; but after all, the most valuable properties of milk lie 
in its containing an abundance of the unknown dietary factors—the 
vitamines which control growth and health. 
One such substance is 


found chiefly in milk fat and the organic fat ot certain other ani- 
mals, but is not present in vegetable oi'.s or in oork fat. 
ESSS and 


green vegetables, such as spinach arid chard, do contain appreciable 
amounts of this vitamine, but milk is our chief source. The cream 
of a quart of milk contains as much of this vital substance as is 
found in all the skim milk left after the cream is removed. A sec- 
ond recognized vitamine is present in all foods consumed in their 
natural state and in sufficient abundance to maintain health. In 
the manufacturing of purified foodstuffs, such as .the polishing oC 
rice or in the milling- of flour, this substance may best be lost, and 
a diet made up entirely of denatured foods may cause disease or 
even death, due to a deficiency in this esAitial substance. 


A food like milk which, given in jjioderate amounts, combines 


enough of both of these vitamines to allow of normal growth and 
development, has a value in the human dietary greater than that 
of any other single food. 


It is true that appetite in many cases has to be considered, and 


an excluisve diet of any single food substance becomes distasteful to 
the large majority of us and tends to lower digestive processes ana 
to cause impaired nutrition. However, this does' not mean that the 
child shou:d be allowed to refuse milk as a substantial part 'of 
his daily diet, if the diet includes, as it should, several other forms 
of food. All normal .children are better for at least 1% pints of milk 
a day. Boverty, of course, may prevent this amount being provided 
for every child, but, if her means permit, the mother who does not 
furnish sufficient milk for her children and train them to drink it 
is not fulfilling her duty. Healthy children can be made to like a 
varied diet, to eat what is good for them, and to finish the entire 
meal provided. ' Patience, persistence and tact are needed to 
teach proper food habits to the young, and, to be effective this 
discipline must be maintained from birth.
